Col. Avery: I have just returned from a 
visit to Savannah, and believe thatan ac- 
count of my examination ef the Public 
Schools there, would be of interest to the 
people of Atlanta, now that they have seri- 
ously entered upon an investigation of the 
propriety of establishing a like system for 
their own children. 

The white children only are included in 
the system in Savannah, but I was inform- 
ed by several of the Board that they were 
exceedingly anxious to extend its benefits 
to the colored people, and that they will do 
59 as soon as the Societies having this de- 
partment of instruction in charge, will 
consent to the transfer. 

The School Board is composed of some 
of the tirst gentlemen of the city—old citi- 
zens and men of wealth and. influence. 
Their President is Dr. R. D. Arnold. The 
Board numbers twenty-two, all of which 
make a monthly examination of the 
Schools. The Boardis sub-divided into 
Committees on School Houses, Finance. 
Text Books, and Examination of Teach- 
ere. 

The schools are organized as follows: 
Boys High School—Princi and two As- 
sistants; Girls High School—Principal and 
two Assistants; Boys Grammar School— 
Principal and one Assistant; Girls Gram- 
mar School—Principal and three Assist- 
ants; Intermediate School—Principal and 
‘(wo Assistants; Primary School—Princi- 
pal and three Assistants; besides, a teacher 
of French, and a teacher of Music, making 
in all, six schools and nineteen teachers. 

The Superintendent is W. H. Baker, 
Esq.,a gentleman of high scholastic -at- 
tainments and culture. His report for 
1868-9 is before us, and its exhibits of the 
succeas of the system must fill the heart of 

every citizen of Savannah with pride. He 
reports 1 039 pupils in all the schools. Out-

Of these about one-half.are detained at 

home in useful employment, the remainder 
do not attend schools for various reasons 
The buildings in which these schools are 
held are properly fitted up, well lighted. 
ventillated and seated. The furniture is 
handsome and healthy. The apparatus, 
though not complete, is quite full. The 
rooms are cleanly and cheerful. 
The system under which these schools 
are now working was inaugurated by 
Bernard Mallon, Esq , Il am informed, and 
has been carried to its sen perfection 
by the present 4 ray TCP Superinten- 
lent Mr. Baker. Mr. Mallon resigned the 
Superintendency in June, 1868, to engage 
in the book business. Had he consulted 
the writer—who has hadan experience— 
he would have shunned the trade. How- 
ever. he resigned and Mr. Baker was ele¢t- 
ed to his position. He soon withdrew 
from the selling of books and was. im- 
mediately reinstated ag Principal of the 
*Girls’ High School.” He is a~ most 
thorough and accomplished gentleman 
and teacher. He is perhaps better acquaint- 
ed with the organization -of Public 
Schools than any maninthe South, and 
had we any influence to secure his appoint- 
ment we would spare no painsto get him 
the position of State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. We beg leave, how- 
ever, to nominate him for that — 
and do it thisearly to allow a thorough 
scrutiny of bis qualifications. 

The entire expense of conducting these 

Public Schools and of educating 1,039 
children was $21,316 75 Of this amount 
$2.670, was received for tuition in High 
Schools. The remainder came from the 
people as follows: City appropriation $10.,- 
000, County $8,000, Interest and County 
Fund $1,936 18. It will be seen then that 
the cost of teaching, averaged $15 05 per 
scholar. 
From the foregoing figures, it will be 
seen that Public Schools are much more 
economical than private ones. The aver- 
age cast per scholar was $15 05, and we 
hazard nothing when we assert that the 
lowest average obtainable from the tuition 
of private schools is $40 per scholar; a say- 
ing in favor of Public Schools of $24 45 per 
scholar. .Add to this, the superior disci-: 
pline, apparatus, furniture and rooms of 
Public Schools and the argument in favor 
of such schools may be safely closed. 

The Teachers generally employed in 
Public Schools, are superior to those con- 
ducting private establishments. In these 
latter days of poverty, perhaps a majority 
of our Teachers undertake the task, not as 
a profession. but as a means of subsistence. 
They have no taste tor it, and withdraw 
as soon as more congenial employment of- 
fers. Not so with Teachers employed in 
Public Schools. They are Pe pega to rig- 
id, written examinations, and are only ap- 
pointed after they have proved themselves 
qualified. 

In the comparisons made above, there is 
no intention on the part of the writer to 
reflect upon private schools, or to detract 
from their importance or the merit of their 
Teachers. Not one of them, we are sure, 
will differ with us that the greatest neces-

After repeated 
interviews with the _ prince-President, 
which led to no result beyond Enfantin’s 
remark at the close of one of them (emi- 
nently characteristic of both,) “I have no | 
power over this man,” he communicated 
the plan of the mepeee canal to M. dc 
Lesseps, who su ed in obtaining the 
concession for himself, and whose indomit- 
able perseverance has carried this great 
work to its successful completion. 

Among the crowds of crowned heacs 
and heads uncrowned that will gather in 
November to the inauguration ceremonicr, 
how many will remember poor Enfantir, 
te inspired ruler over some of the most 
brilliant minds of modern France, who 
first designed the Suez Canal, and who 
‘died, neglected and forgotten, in 1864, a 
subordinate official of the Lyons Rail- 
road ?
